County firefighters 
massive home fire 
to launch 
safety program 


Barbara County Fire 
Department is presently initiating a 
program of door-to-door fire safety in­ 
formation and education within its 
jurisdiction in an attempt to reduce the 
life and property loss in dwellings due to 
fire. 
The department has designated the 
name of this service as “Operation Rid­ 
fire.” 
Firefighters from all the County fire 
sta tio n s w ill soon be v isitin g 
homes in their areas to distribute fire 


prevention literature, home inspection 
check lists, telephone stickers and 
various other fire protection literature. 


Homes will only be inspected upon 
request of the occupant. Firefighters 
will make recommendations only 
regarding fire hazards. The program will 
allow citizens an opportunity to discuss 
any home fire safety questions they may 
have with the firefighters. Information 
sheets listing the services available from 
the County Fire Department also will be 
distributed. 


The purpose of the program is to at­ 
tack the fire problem where it exists. 
Most fires and life loss due to fires, oc­ 
cur in dwellings. This includes single 
family homes, apartments, duplexes, 
triplexes, condominiums, etc., any place 
where people live. Twelve thousand peo­ 
ple die per year in fires in the United 
States. In excess of four billion dollars go 
up in smoke annually. Firefighters would 
like to reduce the statistics by assisting 
the occupants to recognize fire hazards 
and by assisting them in preplanning 
what should be done in case of fire. 
Salary negotiation meetings scheduled

Alice Milligan 
late this afternoon and the CSEA 
scheduled a general membership 
meeting in the Grange Hall tonight 
A source within the CSEA chapter said 
the membership would be asked to con­ 
sider some action to reflect their con­ 
cern with the failure to speed up the 
negotiations to a successful conclusion. 
Another source said Milligan had of­ 
fered a maximum of six per cent in­ 
crease, but that CSEA negotiators were 
disappointed with the offer. In the words 


of one classified worker, "It looks like 
we’re third class citizens. ” Hie six per 
cent was reported tied to a contract ef­ 
fective through Dec. 31, 1977, or in ef­ 
fect, a six per cent increase over a 
period of 18 months. An estimated 300 
classified employes have been working 
without a contract since July 1 of this 
year. Milligan was not available for com­ 
ment today. 
Teachers received four per cent com­ 
bined salary and fringe benefit in­ 
creases. adminstrators about the same 
amount, and a few management and con­ 
fidential em ployes have already 
received raises ranging from about five 
per cent to as much as 15 to 20 per cent.

Student problem 
aired at Council 
The old problem of students invading 
private property near Lompoc Senior 
High School was brought up last night at 
the City Council meeting by Councilman 
Joe Valencia. 
He reported that residents have com­ 
plained to him about students who 
destroy and deface their property. 
"It is a major problem in that area,’’ 
he said “I think it’s reaching the point of 
some residents doing combat with these 
kids.” 
He added. "I would like to see the peo­ 
ple regain the rights to have their 
property protected.” 
Residents have complained to both the 
school and the police department, but 
both say the other is responsible for con­ 
trolling the student’s behavior. 
Valencia suggested that the city ad­ 
ministrator meet with the chief of police 
to have the school neighborhood 
patrolled at the appropriate times. 
Councilman Charles Ward recalled 
that he lived on L Street for four years 
and couldn’t protect his property from 
students — and he was a policeman at 
the time. 
"My sympathies go out to these 
residents.” he said. 
Mayor E C. Stevens noted this 
problem may be reduced when the city 
makes a park out of the 4.5 acre parcel of 
land between the high school and the 
Lompoc Shopping Center. 
The county recently agreed to lease 
the parcel to the city for park purposes. 
Brief words were exchanged about a 
closed campus and establishing smoking 
areas on campus, but the council 
refrained from going into a deep discus­ 
sion of the problem. 


Kissinger 
with Western 
leaders 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (U PI) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
began a series of meetings with Western 
leaders today, giving his final assess­ 
ment of the world situation as he 
prepares to leave office. 
Kissinger joined his longtime friend 
Christopher Soames, co-president of the 
European Economic Community Execu­ 
tive Commision. for a 70-minute 
breakfast at the U.S. Embassy. 
“We discussed the state of European- 
American 
relations,” Kissinger told 
reporters afterwards. 
Soames. who like Kissinger is retiring, 
said the two men could look back at "the 
relations and anxieties” of 1973 and the 
im provem ents since “ with some 
satisfaction.” Soames is leaving his post 
to return to British politics. 
Following breakfast, Kissinger drove 
two blocks to the Royal Palace for an 
audience with King Baudouin before 
other m eetings with the foreign 
ministers of Norway, the Netherlands 
and West Germany. 
Kissinger’s talk with the King lasted 45 
minutes. U.S. officials said. The 
secretary then held a 36-minute meeting 
on the Middle East with visiting Crown 
Prince Hassan of Jordan

The city’s 52 unpaved alleys will be 
paved during the next eight to 10 yean, 
the City Council voted last night. 
As far as Clarence Cooper of 532 North 
M St. is concerned, the city can’t do the 
job fast enough. 
“I’m losing tenants left and right 
because of the dust from the alley,” he 
told the council. "I had three move out 
this month.” 
"The dust is killing us,” added Cooper 
who owns apartments in the 500 block of 
North M St. 
According to a staff proposal, the un­ 
paved alleys would be paved under both 
the voluntary 1911 Act and a City in­ 
itiated 1911 Act. 
This means the city will pave the 
alleys and pay for the work with funds 
collected for previous alley paving done 
by the city. Those who own property 
behind the 52 alleys will then pay back 
the city, explains City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers. 
Property owners are responsible for 
paying for street and alley improve­ 
ments adjacent to their property under 
current city policy. 
The staff will now prepare a report for 
council approval on what 
order the 
alleys will be paved and what criteria the 
staff has used to make that order. 
Wahlers said later the criteria will in­ 
volve the amount of use of the alleys, 
their conditions and any special 
problems. 
The staff, as directed by the council, 
will seek input from the residents who 
live nearest the unpaved alleys. 
Under the present alley paving plan, 
an alley is paved after the city receives a 
petition for paving signed by 60 per cent 
of the property owners adjacent to the 
alley. 
The City Council also made a first 
move to allow a small manufacturing 
company — which may employ up to 20 
people — to locate in the area. 
A resolution, proposed by the staff, 
was passed to allow the planning com­ 
mission to rezone, for industrial use, six 
acres of city owned land between the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant dike and 
the county Animal Control Shelter on 
Central Avenue. Hie resolution also 
authorizes the staff to subdivide the 
parcel for sale or lease. 
Wahlers said that the city has been 
working with the Economic Develop­ 
ment Association to find a suitable site 
for the manufacturing company and the 
company has selected the one on Central 
Aven ut* 
He said the prospects of the company 


com in g to Lom poc look “ very 
favorable.” 
"This is anoher effort by the city and 
EDA to entice industry to the Lompoc 
Valley, which is compatible to the 
valley,” Mayor E.C. Stevens commented 
this morning. 
Wahlers reports that he is not free to 
identify the "small manufacturing firm 
at this time. 
“This will be covered in a news release 
when we conclude the agreement (to sell 
the site) and submit it to the council for 
approval,” he said today. 
In other business, the council passed a 
city ordinance legalizing bingo in the 
city. The ordinance, which becomes ef­ 
fective in 30 days, requires that 
organizations eligible to conduct bingo 
games secure a license to do so, outlines 
licensing provisions and details condi­ 
tions under which a license may be 
suspended. 
___ 
It limits prizes in any game to $250 in 
value, cash or otherwise; requires 
separate accounting for funds derived 
through bingo games; requires that 
games be open to the public and not just 
to members of the licensed organization ; 
establishes occupancy limits of the 
premises where games are conducted; 
sets 18 or older as age requirements for 
participants; establishes a six-hour limit 
in each 24-hour period for games; forbids 
bingo before 10 a.m. or after 2 a.m. and 
requires that a person be physically pre­ 
sent in order to participate in the game. 
The Council also passed an updated 
chapter 19 of the municipal code which 
regulates parks. 
According to City Attorney Alan 
Davidson, the new chapter 19, plus a 
resolution on park regulation — both 
proposed by the Parks and Recreation 
Commission — "delete unnecessary 
regulations, more clearly state the 
(park) director’s power and give the 
commission the power to regulate the 
porks directly and establish rates and 
charges relating thereto.” 
The Flower Festival Board of Direc­ 
tors’ requested council to pass an or­ 
dinance controlling street vendors who 
"descend” on the annual festival parade. 
The council directed staff to contact 
other cities in the state to find out how 
they have delt with the problem. 
A long discussion between the council 
and some directors, including chairman 
Howard Whitaker, was held with the 
directors suggesting that an ordinance 
be passed to prevent out of town vendors 
from working the parade. 
Councilman Charles Ward pointed out 
that such an ordinance would be dis­ 
criminatory and thus unconstitutional.

Lawyer seeks 
to free Gilmore 
death sentence 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gary 
Gilmore’s lawyer today asked the courts 
to free the killer from his death sentence 
because the state did not carry out his 
execution within 60 days as required by 
state law. 
Attorney Ron Stanger filed the request 
for a writ of habeas corpus in Fourth 
District Court, contending the con­ 
demned man is “ being illegally 
restrained” at the State Prison because 
his sentence has run out. 
"He was sentenced to die, not to serve 
time,” Stanger said. 
But the lawyer added that his client 
would not be released if the court 
granted the writ of habeas corpus, since 
he is also charged with a second murder 
— the killing of service station attendant 
Max Jensen, 24. Gilmore was sentenced 
to die for the slaying of motel clerk Ben­ 
nie Bushnell, 26. 
William Evans, assistant Utah at­ 
torney general, said the state will fight 
the writ on grounds "the United States 
Supreme Court stayed the execution. 
That’s within their power. It’s not our 
fault they stayed it.” 
He added that the state would also con­ 
tend that a previous stay granted by Gov. 
Calvin Rampton was authorized by the 
Utah Constitution 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As one 
Republican put it, the unanimous state 
Supreme Court decision striking down 
California's death penalty law has ig­ 
nited a political issue that Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. didn’t need. 
Brown, an opponent of capital punish­ 
ment who protested the execution of 
kidnaper-rapist Caryl Chessman in 1960, 
now will be faced with legislation to rein­ 
state the death penalty just one year 
before the 1978 gubernatorial election 
campaign. 
Lawmakers from the right and the left 
forecast Tuesday that a new death 
penalty bill would be passed next year to 
conform to the court’s ruling. But none 
ventured to predict whether Brown 
would support or oppose such a drive. 


The governor withheld immediate 
comment. An aide said Brown wanted to 
study the decision first and "didn’t in­ 
dicate his feelings on the matter one way 
or the other” when he teamed of the rul­ 
ing 


The court ruled that the state’s death 
penalty law was unconstitutional 
because it does not allow for considera­ 
tion of mitigating circumstances Hie 
decision wiped away scheduled execu­ 


tions for 65 men and two women in 
California. 
Senate Republican Leader George 
Deukmejian of Long Beach, author of the 
1973 law struck down by the court, im­ 
mediately ordered a bill drafted for 
quick consideration when the legislature 
starts acting on bills next month. 
Liberal Assemblyman Willie L. Brown 
Jr., D-San Francisco, predicted a death 
penalty bill would come "screaming 
out” of the Assembly in a hurry. 


Another opponent of capital punish­ 
ment, Senate Democratic Floor Leader 
David Roberti of Los Angeles, said, 
"There seems to be a lot of public sup­ 
port for the death penalty.” 


Leading the charge for restoration of 
capital punishment by the legislature 
will be Attorney General Evelle Youn­ 
ger, a possible Republican candidate for 
governor. 


While attending a meeting in Hawaii, 
Younger decided against appealing the 
decision because it would "do no good ” 
But he added, "One thing is clear — the 
citizens of California favor the death 
penalty for cases of aggravated 
murder.” 
President Ford offered 
alma mater teaching post 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A White 
House aide said today that President 
Ford has been offered a teaching post at 
the University of Michigan, his alma 
mater, and will consider it along with 
other possible options after a return to 
private life. 
"The University of Michigan has of­ 
fered a visiting professorship in political 
science,” said Maj. Robert Barrett, the 
President’s military aide and the man in 
charge of handling his personal affairs 
during the transition period. 


"But that is one of a large number of 
other offers received and, consistent 
with past statements by the President, 
all such offers are being held for review 
— with no decisions planned until after 
Jan. 80,” said Barrett. 


Barrett declined to go into detail on 
any of the other offers sent to Ford since 
the election. 


First word of the University of 
Michigan's offer was reported by the 
Detroit News. 


Magazine article 
rapped by officials

A lurid cover article in the 
“ New W est” magazine 
depicting Santa Ynez Valley as 
a “Shangri-La" in danger of be­ 
ing parceled up and turned into 
a land of pizza huts and a 
developer’s delight “short 
changes the real issues in the 
Valley," declares Assistant 
County Planning Director Paul 
Wack. 
Wack, feeling that the 
somewhat sensational article 
focuses too much on Valley per­ 
sonalities and not enough mi 
“the No. 1 issue — concern for 
the land base and viability of 
agriculture" — has released 
copies of a letter he has written 
to the magazine editor in San 
Francisco. 
“My response is no slam at 
the personalities, colorful as 
they are," said Wack in com­ 
menting on his letter to Editor 
Clay S. Felker. 
He stated that he felt the arti­ 
cle bored in “ on a small 
number of the several thousand 
residents of the Valley" and 
thus “blurs the most basic issue 
of the ‘conflict.’" 
“The classic issue is respon­ 
sible land use planning within 
the framework of agricultural 
land as a recognized, viable 
natural resource," Wack wrote. 
Wack's was the first official 
county voice to be raised 
against the article, and came in 
the wake of criticism of it from 
John Wiester, who served as 
chairman of the now defunct 
Santa Ynez Valley General 
Plan Advisory Committee 
which originally recommended 
m a ssiv e 
rezo n in g 
of 
agricultural lands to prevent 
their being urbanized. 
Weister had deplored the 
magazine article’s contention 
that the conflict was between 
those advocating growth and 
others fighting growth. 
Wack acknowledged that the 
article writted by Mary Murphy 
and photographed by John Zim­ 
m erm an 
w as 
c le v e rly 
presented and represented a 
“crafty piece of entertainment 
journalism, supplemented by 
some impressive illustrating 
and pictorial seasoning." 
He continued: 
“The agricultural land of the 
Santa Ynez Valley represents 
the stage from which long 
range planning decisions will be 
played out to determine where, 
how much, and how fast 
various forms of development 
will be realistically allowed to 
occur 
Outside the attractive cliche 
of “Growth vs. No Growth," 
the amount of development ex­ 
perienced in the Santa Ynez 
Valley will ultimately depend 
on the willingness of the 
average county taxpayer to sup­ 
port the services needed to ac­ 
commodate additional subdivi­ 
sions. commercial areas and 
the like. 


“Hopefully, future growth in 
the Valley will be orderly and 
logical, based upon the sound 
principles of a long-range plan­ 
ning program, supported by 
consistent zoning and subdivi­ 
sion practices and efficient 
capital improvement alloca­ 
tion. 
“ Integrated within this 
theme is the need to retain 
large tracts of agricultural land 
that can support viable crop 
and animal production while 
providing a logical framework 
for orderly growth that will be 
economically beneficial to 
balance both the affected lan­ 
downer and general taxpayer." 
Wiester pointed out that the 
large scale agricultural rezon­ 
ing program will come before 
the Board of Supervisors Jan. 
24 and represents the first 
rezoning of land in the country 
into large parcels with the aim 
of preserving agriculture. 
He 
also had rapped the article and 
its author as focusing in on a 
“few glamorous personalities" 
and “neglected” the workaday 
residents of the Valley. 
As fas as the rezoning 
proposal to change designation 
of some 85.000 acres (much of it 
in the national forest), Weister 
feels that the program has ad­ 
ded support now that Robert 
Hedlund, Lompoc Valley 
educator, has been newly 
elected to the Board of Super­ 
visors from the Fourth District 
which includes Santa Ynez 
Valley. Hedlund’s election. 
Wiester believes, was a victory 
for Valley residents wanting to 
preserve agriculture.

The Board of Supervisors will 
be informed Monday that 
revalues generated from resi­ 
dents of the county’s unincor­ 
porated areas exceed by almost 
$1.9-million annually the cost of 
Sheriff’s Department patrol 
services paid by residents of 
the five cities which complain 
they pay for a service they 
don’t get. 
Origin of this finding—which 
will be a surprise for city 
officials—is found in a report 
sent to the supervisors signed 
by Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond D. Johnson and Auditor- 
Controller William L. Parsons. 
The board had scheduled a 
public hearing Monday, Dec. 13 
in the County Administration 
Building in Santa Barbara, on a 
proposal for a sheriff’s patrol 
taxing district growing out of 
alleged tax inequities favoring 
the county taxpayers over city 
taxpayers. 
The report cited a finding 
that local sales taxes paid by 
unincorporated area residents 
benefit city residents to the 
tune of $3,069,139, with motor 
vehicle in-lieu taxes paid by 
county 
area 
residents 
benefiting city residents total 
an added $891,052. 
This total of $3,749,191 far ex­ 
ceeds the $1,857,072 portion of 
the sheriff’s patrol costs paid 
by dty taxpayers, the report 
stresses. 
In this respect, the county 
report seems to stress, the tax 
inequity so far as these three 
items are concerned, favors the 
city taxpayers over those in the 
county areas by a net total of 
$1,892,119. 
The debate over alleged tax 
inequities favoring county or 
the cities got under way earlier 


this year. At that time the city 
of Santa Barbara originated a 
proposal with other cities giv­ 
ing support to have a county 
service area set up to fund that 
$3.9-million costs of the patrol, 
with cities to be included as 
nonbenefiting areas. 


Such an arrangement would 
boost property taxes in the un­ 
incorporated areas incurring 
the entire burden, including the 
$1.8-million paid by city tax­ 
payers. 
The Santa Barbara claim of 
tax inequality had been im­ 
mediately countered by allega­ 
tions from county area tax­ 
payer groups asserting that the 
cities were benefiting at the 
county expense in other mat­ 
ters, including flood control 
measures.

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DoD budget information 
hard to get for Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter’s transition 
team at the Defense Depart­ 
ment hasn’t been able to get 
any information on the $120 
billion military budget Presi­ 
dent Ford will present to 
Congress before leaving office 
in January, and it hurts. 
Richard C. Steadman, a New 
York investment banker who 
heads the team, told reporters 
Tuesday he has gotten no in­ 
dication from administration 
officials on when they will 
provide him with budget 
figures. 
He did not say specifically he 
had been denied information by 
the Ford people, but did say: 
“We are having an ongoing 
dialogue to provide him with 
budget figures.” 
Although Carter is certain to 
make changes here and there, it 
is basically the budget the new 
president will have to take 
through Congress and ad­ 
minister. 


Whatever changes Carter 
wants will have to be made soon 
after he takes office Jan. 20. An 
early look at details of that 
budget is thus important to 
Carter, who has said he would 
like to trim defense spending. 


“We have no figures that 
relate to the fiscal year 1978 
budget,” Steadman said. “I’m 
not denying the fact that our not 
having access to this informa­ 
tion complicates the analysis 
process ... on major weapons 
systems.” 


These systems include the 
controversial $22.9 billion B1 
bomber program, which Carter 
has said he dislikes and wants 
to review. 


There has been some specula­ 
tion the Ford administration 
wants to make the military 
budget as tight as possible so it 
will be difficult to cut. Carter 
himself is due to visit the Pen­ 
tagon Friday.

Initiatives 
planned by 
Waldheim 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Kurt Waldheim, recommended 
by the Security Council for a se­ 
cond term as secretary general, 
plans new initiatives on the 
Middle East, southern Africa, 
Cyprus and the world economic 
situation, according to sources 
close to the Austrian diplomat. 
The General Assembly was 
considered certain to confirm 
the council’s recommendation 
at its meeting today. 
The council voted 14-0 Tues­ 
day with Panama abstaining 
that Waldheim be reappointed 
for a five-year term ending 
Dec. 31,1981. China blocked his 
nomination on the first ballot 
but dropped its veto on the se­ 
cond round of voting. 
Sources said Waldheim, 58, 
told his aides after the council 
action Tuesday he planned to 
take steps to ease the four most 
troublesome issues before the 
United Nations - the Middle 
East, southern Africa, Cyprus 
and the world economy. 
In the council’s secret bal­ 
loting, China — as it had an­ 
nounced in advance — vetoed 
Waldheim’s nomination in the 
first round. Persuaded that a 
strong Third World candidate 
would not em erge, China 
withheld its veto in the second 
round. 
Former Mexican President 
Luis Echeverria, the only other 
candidate considered, failed to 
gain the required nine votes on 
either of the two secret ballots. 


“I am delighted,” U.S. Am­ 
bassador William W. Scranton 
said after the vote. “He is a 
splendid secretary general and 
he will maintain the high stan­ 
dards of the United Nations.” 


“We are all satisfied that the 
question is settled,’’ said

The assem bly also was 
scheduled today to vote at the 
end of its annual debate on the 
Middle East.

Congress. 
Arizona’s John Rhodes was 
unopposed for his second full 
term as House GOP leader, as 
were the incumbent No. 2 and

man John Anderson, both of 
Illinois. 
There were contests, howe­ 
ver, for the fourth and fifth 
party spots with Reps. Lou 
Frey of Florida and Del 
Clawson of California seeking 
to head the Policy Committee 
and Reps. Bill Frenzel of Min­ 
nesota and Marjorie Holt of 
Maryland contesting for the 


Research Committee chair. 
Republicans are in a deep 
minority in the House, where 
there is a 292-142 party division 
with one seat still undecided. 
House Democrats, mean­ 
time, went into their third day 
of caucusing to organize for the 
Jan. 4 opening of the 95th 
Congress. Still undecided was 
whether they would vote to 
make the post of party whip 
elective rather than appointive. 


Officials seek clues in swine 
flu case reported in Wise. 


MADISON, Wis. (UPI) - 
Federal, state and local offi­ 
cials searched for clues today 
to determine if a case of swine 
flu in southern Wisconsin was 
isolated or a possible “seeding” 
that could lead to a wide out­ 
break. 
It was confirmed Tuesday 
that Don Harris, 23, a hired 
hand on a pig farm near 
Brodhead, Wis., had swine flu 
two weeks ago. 
Harris said he “just hap­ 
pened to get sick” at the same 
time his animals were ailing. 
Officials were trying to deter­ 
mine the source of his infection 
and whether it had spread to 
others. 


The Wisconsin Division of 
Health said it would set up a 
swine flu clinic to begin vac­ 
cinations in schools and would 
ask the Center for Disease 


Control in Atlanta for 1 million 
doses of vaccine. 
The CDC sent investigators to 
Wisconsin to determine if there 
was any evidence of person-to- 
person transmission of the flu. 
William Schatz, head of the 
Wisconsin immunization pro­ 
gram, said a number of persons 
in the area reported having 
“influenza-like symptoms.” 
He said blood samples from 
13 recently ill residents had 
been sent to the CDC for 
analysis. 
Dr. Donald Millar, coordina­ 
tor of the national swine in­ 
fluenza immunization program 
at the CDC, said if evidence is 
found of person-to-person tran­ 
smission. “we may be starting 
to see the first seeding of swine 
f lu .”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Women are hoping Congress 
will act to overcome the effect 
of a Supreme Court decision 
allowing employers to exclude 
pregnancy from their sickness 
and accident insurance plans. 
Justice William Rehnquist 
ruled for a 6 to 3 majority that 
omitting pregnancy from the 
plans does not violate the 1964 
Civil Rights Act, which bars job 
discrimination on the basis of 
race or sex. 
Rehnquist said the plan of the 
General Electric Co., which 
was involved in the test case, is 
nothing more than an insurance 
package covering some risks 
but not others. 
The present and former 
women employes who brought 
suit would have to prove GE 
used the plan as a pretext to dis­ 
criminate and they have not 
done so. he said. 
Former Rep. Martha W. Grif­ 
fiths. D-Mich., a leader in get­ 
ting the so-called Title VII an­ 
tidiscrimination 
legislation 
enacted, called it “ridiculous” 
that employer disability plans 
do not cover pregnancy. 
“Title VII really intended 
that you look at men and 
women, white or black, Chris­ 
tian. Jew or Moslem, equally,” 
she said. “Anything that denies 
that equality is in derogation of 
Title VD.” 
Rhenquist held that no dis­ 
crimination was involved since 
neither women nor men could 
get pregnancy benefits. 
Mrs. Griffiths, now in private 
law practice in Detroit, said the 
decision shows that women 
really need the Equal Rights 
Amendment, which has not 
been ratified by enough states 
to make it a part of the Con­ 
stitution. 
The National Organization 
for Women and Ruth Weyand. 
who represented the women 
workers in the GE case, said 
Congress will be asked soon for 
a bill overcoming the effect of 
the Rehnquist opinion 
Melissa Thompson, NOW’s 


legislative coordinator, said the 
decision would have been dif­ 
ferent if the justices “had the 
opportunity to b ecom e 
pregnant.” 
Ms. Weyand said she is 
“concerned” that the court’s 
ruling will have an impact on 
medical and hospital insurance 
plans when they come up for 
renegotiation. 
The League of Women Voters 
of the United States said 
“Congress would do well to 
take up this matter early in the 
session to remedy this interpre­ 
tation...” and the International 
Union of Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers said it would 
"immediately move to get 
Congress to enact legislation” 
to close the loophole. 
Justice John Paul Stevens, 
whose nomination was opposed 
by some women’s groups, came 
out strongly in their favor as 
the third dissenter.

It’s Baby Shauna Leigh Clancy we are 
addressing, the small daughter of John 
and Judy Clancy, 1301 E. Guava Ave. 
Shauna has just celebrated her first 
birthday. The path ahead seems smooth. 
It was not always so. Bom a preemie 
(three months early), she weighed into 
the world at 2 lbs., 8 oz. A year later she 
weighs 15 lbs.

Bom at Marian Hospital, Santa Maria, 
Shauna was immediately flown to 
Fresno Valley Children’s Hospital for 
special care in the first few weeks of her 
life. It was a time of anxiety for her 
parents and other relatives until she was 
pronounced ready to be taken home. This 
was in mid-January. 
The worries began as Shauna made 
known her definite intentions to make an 
early appearance. Her parents, brother 
Ray (almost four) and grandparents, 
Ray and Phyllis Anderson were 
vacationing at Pismo Beach. There was 
not time to reach Lompoc and the family 
doctor. Speeding by car to the closest 
medical assistance, the party reached 
Marian Hospital only minutes before 
Shauna was bom at 7:37 p.m. Nov. 29, 
1975. 
Following her initial stay at Fresno, 
Shauna was taken back for checkups 
regularly until she reached five months, 
then at nine months, and now at a year. 
Meanwhile she has had the attention of 
her local pediatrition, Dr. Edward 
Wallace who describes her progress as 
“fantastic and far ahead of the average 
one-year-old.” 
Her only trouble is a “lazy eye,” for 
which Dr. Wallace Marsh, opthal- 
mologist, has prescribed drops. In 
case these do not take care of the mat­ 
ter, Shauna will wear a patch on her good 
eye to force the “lazy” one to work. Her 
sight, however, is terrific according to 
Dr. Marsh 
Shauna is a happy baby. While she 
loves attention and plays up to it, she is 
also good about playing by herself. A 
favorite plaything is her brother Ray’s 
old red straw cowboy hat. A birthday 
gift, her new teddy bear is now taken to 
bed Of her own accord she stopped tak­ 
ing a bottle at night or anytime when put 
down for a nap. She prefers drinking 
from a cup and also relishes baby food — 
about three jars daily. Dinner is around 
6 o’clock and bedtime at 7:30. She sleeps 
through until 7 .30 the following morning. 
Her current vocabulary consists of 
“mam. dada. no-no, bye-bye, hello.” The 
only two she puts together are “da-da, 
bye-bye.” She loves to imitate other 
things than words. Patty-cake is a happy 
diversion. 
Held by the hands above the floor, she 
tiptoes ahead in an effort at walking. Her 
new walker is also a help toward this 
learning. 
Presently she has four teeth, two 
above, two below Others are near the 
surface, ready to come through. There 
has been no fuss as they emerge, the first 
at 9 months, the other three by two 
months later. 
Shauna s first birthday was celebrated 
with an open house at the Clancy home, 
this for relatives only. There are still 
precautions on being in crowds or around 
anyone with a cold. The scar tissue in an 
infant throat (result of feeding tubes) 
normally takes about three years to com- 
petely heal.

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$24 billion applications 
for $2 billion fed fund 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
State and local governments 
across the country have filed 
nearly $24 billion worth of ap­ 
plications for $2 billion that 
Congress made available for 
job-creating public works pro­ 
jects, officials reported. 
The flood of applications has 
prompted tentative suggestions 
that the controversial program 
be expanded. 
The $2 billion was approved 
by Congress in September as 
part of a $3.7 billion public 
works and “ counter-cyclical” 
aid employment bill, which 
President Ford reluctantly sig­ 
ned. He had vetoed two earlier 
versions and been overriden by 
Congress on one. 
Officials of the Commerce 
Department’s Economic Deve­ 
lopment Administration, which 
is in charge of the $2 billion, 
said states, cities, school dis­ 
tricts and other units of local 
government in all 50 states had 
filed 24,967 applications totaling 
$23.6 billion as of the end of 


business Tuesday. 
Proposals include building 
new municipal offices, li­ 
braries. sports stadiums, storm 
sewers, bridges, fire stations, 
schools, pedestrian malls, a 
primate building for the Bronx 
Zoo in New York City and a 
“ Miss America Hall of Fame” 
in Atlantic City, N .J. 
EDA ranks the projects ac­ 
cording to several criteria — 
the amount of unemployment in 
an area, the wealth of the area 
as shown by income levels, and 
the number of jobs that would 
be created. In about two weeks 
it will announce the winners. 
Every state will have some. 
By law the projects must be 
ones that localities are ready to 
start within 90 days. The money 
will begin entering the economy 
in April. The program should 
create 80,000 jobs on construc­ 
tion sites and more indirectly, 
according to some EDA es­ 
timates. 
EDA chief John W. Eden told

The Justice Department’s 
Advisory Committee on False 
Identification included an un­ 
signed letter from a state 
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motor vehicles department in 
reporting Tuesday that 
criminal use of false identifica­ 
tions has become a major 
national problem. 
“ Although it is impossible to 
verify its authenticity the 
thoughts expressed in it bear 
notice,” the committee said, 
explaining why it included the 
anonymous letter in an 800-page 
report to the department. 
The lax way identification 
documents are issued has 
allowed an army of white collar 
chislers, smugglers, illegal 
aliens and fugitives to create a 
multibillion dollar law enforce­ 
ment problem, the report said. 
“ We’ve seen law enforce­ 
ment time after time being 
made a monkey of by the effec­ 
tive use of these false kinds of 
documents,” Assistant At­ 
torney General Richard L. 
Thornburgh, head of the 
crim in a l d ivisio n , told 
reporters. 
The committee estimated 
bogus identity papers now used 
in smuggling operations cost 
the government $1 billion a 
year. Illegal aliens are costing 
the nation $12 billion a year. 
And business frauds cost $3 
billion a year. 
But the committee rejected 
proposals for a national 
identification card. 


representatives of the new 
Carter administration have 
asked EDA whether it would be 
feasible to use the program to 
pump still more money into the 
economy if economic indicators 
have not improved when Carter 
takes over in January.

Fitzsimmons 
seeks controls 


LOS ANGELES (U P I) - 
Frank Fitzsimmons, president 
of the Teamsters Union, called 
Tuesday for federal wage and 
price controls. 
Fitzsimmons told a news con­ 
ference that restraints are 
needed to bring “ reality back” 
to the national economy but he 
does not expect any sector to 
make financial sacrifices un­ 
less all must make them. 
He noted that he took a 
$31,500 raise last year, bringing 
his salary to $156,200 a year, but 
said he would be willing to pass 
up such raises if controls ap­ 
plied throughout the economy. 
Fitzsimmons also said mem­ 
bers of his union “ do not see 
themselves as the recipients of 
great benefits from big govern­ 
ment, but as the heavily 
burdened taxpayers who must 
bear an increasing share of the 
costs for nonproducing mem­ 
bers of society. 
“ Like the rest of middle 
America, our members oppose 
welfare payments of incentive- 
robbing levels to welfare cheats 
whose dishonest, illegal abuses 
of welfare are costing the 
country between $8 billion and 
$10 billion each year,” he said. 
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Violence breaks out in Mexican 
jails over prisoners' fasting 


MEXICO CITY (U PI) — Violence has broken out between 
inmates of three Mexico City jails and prison guards at­ 
tempting to break their three-day hunger strike aimed at win­ 
ning their release, the prisoners say. 
The inmates, who include both Americans and Mexicans, 
said Tuesday some prisoners have been hospitalized and 
others placed in detention cells by prison guards trying to 
break the strike, which entered its third day today. 
Guards at Mexico City’s Norte penitentiary “ attempted to 
use force to disrupt prisoners participating in the hunger 
strike,” the so-called International Strike Committee said in 
a bulletin delivered to reporters Tuesday night. 
The statement said that “ windows were broken, a number 
of strikers were taken to the hospital and numerous partici­ 
pants were placed In detention cells.” 
There was no immediate comment from authorities at the 
prison. 
The committee also said that its spokesman, Robert 
Fisher, of Omaha, Neb., was advised that five years had 
been added to his sentence for an old escape charge 
reportedly dismissed earlier. 
The prisoners said prison authorities could be taking 
reprisals against “ a strike participant.” 
An estimated 470 prisoners started the strike Monday 
morning to try to force the Mexican congress to enact what 
they said was promised legislation enabling inmates who 
have completed at least one third of their sentences to be 
paroled.

Soviet nuclear disaster 
effect told by scientist 


REHOVOTH, Israel (U PI) - 
A scientist who saw the afteref­ 
fects of a nuclear disaster in the 
Soviet Union says “ only 
chimneys remained” of the 
once bu stlin g villa g e s 
devastated by the catastrophe. 
Recalling a trip through the 
disaster area in the Ural Moun­ 
tains in 1961, Leo Tumerman, 
professor emeritus in physical 
chemistry at the Weizmann In­ 
stitute of Science, said Tuesday 
the explosion laid hundreds of 
square miles to waste. 
The disaster never has been 
reported by Soviet officials. 
“ As far as I could see there 
were no villages, no towns, no 
people, no cattle herds,” 
Tumerman said in an interview 
with UPI. 
“ On either side of the road 
there was nothing — an empty 
land. There were trees and 
grass, but where there once 
were villages and herds and in­ 
dustry. there was nothing. Only 
chimneys remained.” 
Tumerman. 78. emigrated to 


Israel in 1972. He did not ex­ 
plain why he waited for a report 
of the explosion to surface 
recently in a British science 
magazine before coming up 
with his account. 
According to the report 
published in London by Soviet 
scientist Zhores Medvedev, a 
1958 nuclear explosion in the 
town of Kyshtim killed hun­ 
dreds and forced the evacuation 
of the entire population. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
struggle between Standard Oil 
Co. of Ohio and California en­ 
vironmental officials may force 
federal intervention in the con­ 
troversy over a Long Beach ter­ 
minal for Alaskan crude oil, a 
U.S. Senate committee was told 
Tuesday. 
Joseph D. Harnett, executive 
vice president of Sohio, said the 
project was of national impor­ 
tance and that if California 
regulatory agencies continued 
opposition he would expect the 
federal government to step in. 
"As in any project of this 
magnitude today,” Harnett 
said, “ we have encountered 
conflicts with a few state 
regulatory agencies. 
“ If they cannot be resolved at 
the state level in a timely man­ 
ner, I expect that the federal 
government would assist in 
their resolution, given the 
overall national importance of 
moving the north slope crude 
oil which is surplus to the West 
Coast to the rest of the 
country.” 
The joint Senate hearing was 
the second of a series planned 
by the Interior and Commerce 
committees studying distribu­ 
tion of the expected West Coast 
surplus of 600,000 barrels of 
Alaskan oil arriving daily 
beginning next year. 
The hearing was marked by 
sharp exchanges between Cali­ 
fornia Air Resources Board 
Chairman Tom Quinn and 
Alaska's two U.S. senators over 
the West-to-East oil line distri­ 
bution system proposed by 


Sohio. 
The Sohio project would han­ 
dle 500,000 barrels of excess 
Alaskan crude oil daily through 
a new terminal in the Port of 
Long Beach. Giant tankers 
would be unloaded and the oil 
would be pumped to Midland, 
Tex., for distribution to Midw­ 
est refineries. 
Quinn opposes the project, 
saying 
it 
would 
create 
“ immense” new air pollution in 
Southern California, as much as 
four million more cars. 
Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, 
charged that Quinn’s predic­ 
tions were “ a bunch of 
baloney” and argued that the 
state already has the power to 
insure pollution controls. 
Meanwhile, virtually all of 
the witnesses agreed on the 
necessity for short-range steps 
that would handle the flow of 


surplus Alaskan oil until the 
Sohio term inal dispute is 
resolved. 
The options include tanker 
movement of the oil through the 
Panama Canal to East and Gulf 
coast ports and trading off 
Alaskan oil to Japan for oil 
which the Japanese are import­ 
ing from the Persian Gulf 
producers, which could bg ship­ 
ped to the Eastern United 
States. 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson in , D- 
H l„ who heads the Commerce 
committee on oil and gas 
production and distribution, 
said legislation would “ proba­ 
bly” be required to clear the 
way for any Alaskan oil ex­ 
change agreement with Japan. 
But he noted the issue was 
controversial and any such

Mental health 
program uses CB 
By Ink Dipper 
(Editor’s Note: Ink Dipper (KYZ-MI6) Is the handle of the 
editor of The CB Times-Joernal.) 
Truckers, hailed as the last of the American cowboys, are in 
a business that breeds mental problems. For long hours, 
they’re isolated from people, shut up in lonely track cabs with 
only their problems to keep them company. 
But a few of them are beginning to find help while they’re 
out on the road, thanks to a Bowling Green, Ohio, agency that 
provides mental health counseling and referral services over 
CB radio channel nine. 
The CB hook-up is through The Link, an agency funded by 
tax money and private donations to provide mental health 
counseling and services to area residents. 
Using a CB radio was the idea of Dr. Harve Meskin, ex­ 
ecutive director of Ike Link. 
Meskin, who became director in July, came up with the idea 
when he moved to Bowling Green from Arkansas, where he 
had received his doctorate. 
“I noticed a lot of people communicating over CBs. It seem­ 
ed like a logical extension of our services, ’ he says. “Hopeful­ 
ly this will someday be expanded into a nationwide network.’’ 
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™ 
of mental health that otherwise has been neglected 
“Because of their work, truckers haven’t been accessible to 
help,’’ he says. “Hiey’re always on the move, and they’re cut 
off. These people need help just like anyone else, and because 
of the nature of their work probably need it more. 
“Since they’re always on the move, they can’t find out how 
to get help for personal problems. Maybe they have problems 
with drugs or alcohol. Maybe a trucker is afraid that his wife 
is abusing their children, and he needs to know how to get

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help.”

hasn’t provided much direct counseling over the CB, but it has 
set up counseling for truckers either on the telephone or at the 
project’s office in a converted house in Bowling Green. 
Because the CB is a sort of public party line, truckers have 
been reluctant to discuss their problems over the radio, he 
says. 
So far, The Link has been receiving a couple of CB calls a 
day, and its counselors have been telling people where to go 
for help and how to seek social or mental health services. 
They’ve also listened to the trucker’s troubles, which is a help 
for some of the highway cowboys. 
The calls have come in because of word-of-mouth or a few 
stories which have appeared in magazines or newspapers. 
Eventually, Meskin wants to have a sign placed on a nearby-in­ 
terstate giving The Link’s call letters and the channel it 
monitors. 
The l ink has also provided help for people who are not 
truckers. 
“One thing we didn’t expect,’’ says Meskin “is a large 
amount of contact we’ve had with people out on the highway at 
night and under stress because their car has broken down or 
run out of gas. 
“At the risk of sounding sexist, a lot of these calls are from 
women who are waiting for the police or a wrecker, and 
they’re scared out there in the dark. It’s a great benefit for our 
counselors just to talk to them, to let them know somebody 
knows where they are.” 
Meskin says that it’s still too early to evaluate how well the 
CB contact is working. As more truckers find out about it, he 
expects the CB to become busier. Using the CB in mental 
health counseling has opened up a new awareness for him 
about the trucker and his problems, Dr. Meskin says, and he 
would like to see other mental health programs setting up CB- 
contact systems. 
“The truckers have problems and needs that have to be 
met,” he says. “They are, after all, the people who keep this 
country going, and we owe them the same services available

As we push our carts up and 
down the aisles of our favorite 
supermarket we are bom­ 
barded with packaging colors, 
jingles from the latest commer­

In California dairy products 
are dated with a date that they 
should be sold by. For example 
if you see a date on the milk 
carton that has passed, the milk 
may spoil before you can use it 
all. Milk that should be off the 
shelf by October 16, will have 
the number 10 16 at the very 
top of the carton. 
Another interesting point is 
that when you read ingredients 
labels what you see first listed 


is what you get most of. Read 
labels on jams and jellies. 
You’ll be surprised to learn 
some jellies come with more 
water and sugar or corn 
sweetener than the fruit 
they are named after. 
Therefore “grape jam” may 
have 20 per cent to 35 per cent 
more corn sweetener and/or 
water than grapes. 
Make sure the food you’re 
buying really has food in it. If 
you see a string of chemical 
sounding names before you see 
some type of food listed, then 
you may want to consider 
another brand. For instance, 
when you buy fruit pastries 
make sure they really have 
fruit in them. Sometimes they 
do not. 
Consider mixing your own in­ 
gredients. If you buy ham­ 
burger or tuna casserole mixes 
you may be paying as much as 
$2.50 a pound for noodles, when 
you could make the same dish 
on your own with the plain 
packaged noodles and a few 
spices. Again, read the label. 
See what food and spices they 
contain and try using your own. 
It make take 5 or 10 minutes 
more of your time but with noo­ 
dles at $2.50 per pound, isn’t it 
worth it? 
There are many more nutri­ 
tion giving and money saving 
tips you can learn from reading 


the labels in the store, before 
you buy your food. These are 
just to s ta r t you out. 
Remember, the most attractive 
package, or the one you hear 
advertised most, may not be 
the best bargain or the most 


healthful. Read the fine print!

It seems like just last week to Lompoc basketball coach 
Dave Ellison, that a tail, skinny, almost awkward looking 
freshman showed up for the season’s first day of practice 
and ran circles around some of the older, more experienced

Without their star forward, Ellison admits, the Braves 
have only two chances for the Northern League crown , slim 
and none.

“It’s going to be up to Eddie,’’ says Ellison. If he has a 
great year we feel we have a good chance of making it to the 
CIF playoffs, which is our goal. Without him it would be very 


tough M 
The Braves have only one starter back (Taylor) off a team 
that struggled through a 10-14 season (3-7 in league). Taylor 
was a first team All-Leaguer, but no other Braves were 
named to an all-league team. 
Lompoc's biggest loss is also their most frustrating, 
because it could have been prevented. Eddie Evans, a 
smooth play maker and scorer, who would be a senior this 
year, is gone under circumstances which are still blurred. 
Despite missing the last three games of the season, Evans 
was among the top scorers in the league last season with a 
13.3 average. Evans, according to Ellison, had some per­ 
sonal problems and missed the last third of the season. Still 
expected to go out for basketball this year, Evans took off 
back east to iron out his problems, and Ellison hasn't heard 
from him since. 
“No word, nothing,” said a disgusted Ellison. “He didn’t 
say anything about leaving, he just left.” 
What Ellison was left with was mostly a bunch of recruits 
from last year’s junior varsity team, and Taylor. And, as 
Ellison points out, the junior varsity level is a world away 
from the varsity. 


“It’s unbelievable how different the levels are,” he ex­ 
plains. “I just hope that our players will be able to adjust.” 
As for Taylor: 
“Eddie’s going to certainly dominate our team, and I hope 
he dominates some others,” said Ellison. 
Taylor finished seventh in scoring in the Northern League 
last year, with 150 points for a 15.0 average. In non-league 
competition against some tough 4-A schools, Taylor also 
averaged 15 points. 
“At this stage he’s a pretty complete ballplayer, praised 
Ellison. “There aren’t many high school players around that 
are as complete as Eddie.” 
Taylor even draws praise from other area coaches. Harry 
Santos of Cabrillo commented that “Eddie Taylor and four 
girls would make a pretty good team.” 
“He is definitely a college prospect with his size and jump­ 
ing ability,” states Ellison. “I doubt if any team in this 
league can hold him to under 15 points a game, and he should 
usually get more like 20.” 
The réintroduction of the dunk in college and high school 
basketball even further enhances Taylor’s chances for a 
good season.

complete in all aspects, but he’s demonstrated that he wants 
to play.” 
Huyck should get some stiff competition in about three 
weeks from 6’4” senior Ron Pickett, who injured his ankle 
and will probably be out until league play starts. And if 
senior Jerry Tolstad decides to go out, a three-way battle for 
the position could occur. 
Tolstad, along with senior guard Steve McMillan, both let- 
termen. have not informed Ellison yet if they will go out 
after a long football season.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Pacific 8 Conference executive 
director Wiles Hallock and his assistant, David Price, spurred on 
by Southern California, UCLA and California, are trying to per­ 
suade the other members of the Pacific 8 Conference they should 
invite Arizona and Arizona State, and thereby reorganize the 
league into the Pac 10.

“They are predicated on a 
seven-game conference season and I would prefer it be eight Also, 
they will have to show us an official schedule, not a mockup or 
work sheet schedule, before the vote. Stanford is opposed to any 
schedule which doesn’t contain a consistent, round-robin series 
between the four California schools.” 
Oregon State president Robert MacVicar has refused to pledge a 
vote for expansion, saying he will make his wishes known at the 
Pac 8 meeting on Dec. 13 However, on several occasions he has 
expressed reservations about expansion, as has his athletic direc- 
tor D66 Andros 
Mike Lude, the Washington athletic director, has been the most 
outspoken against inviting Arizona and Arizona State. The two 
schools recently received permission from their Board of Regents 
to accept invitations to the Pac 8 if they are offered. 
“I don’t see any advantage to the expansion of the league,” says 
Lude

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON - A top Justice Dept, 
attorney is trying to enlist the aid of 
Congress in a scheme to organize an in­ 
ternational investigating firm with 
$500,000 of N icaraguan dictator 
Anastasio Somoza’s money. 
The laywer, William Callahan of 
Justice’s corporate crime unit in New 
York, has already 
received help from 
Rep. John Murphy, D- 
N.Y., an old friend of 
Somoza’s. 
The Nicaraguan, so 
far, hasn’t made any 
commitment. 
Callahan, working 
partly on government 
time, is establishing 
“ In terv est” as a 
security firm for vic­ 
tims of white collar 
crime such as banks, 
public relations firms, 
foreign 
governments 
and multinational cor­ 
porations. 
After receiving en­ 
couragement from such influential com­ 
panies as Citibank of New York City and 
Ruder and Finn public relations, 
Callahan decided to approach Murphy 
for assistance. 
The congressman, a former high 
school classmate of Somoza’s and a U.S. 
delegate to his Nicaraguan inauguration, 
wrote the dictator a “Dear Tacho’' letter 
on October 25 In the letter, Murphy said 
be had met with the Intervest group and 
“I ... hold them in highest regard.” 
With the letter, on which Murphy had 
scrupulously written “unofficial” and 
had paid the postage himself, the con­ 
gressman sent a handsome prospectus 
given him by Callahan. Murphy told us 
he was unaware Callahan wanted finan­ 
cial backing from Somoza. 
Callahan, however, made no bones 
about what he wanted from Somoza in a 
private letter to an old friend, House 
Doorkeeper James Molloy Wriging un­ 
der a “personal and non-official strictly 
confidential” adjuration, Callahan told 
Molloy of Murphy’s assistance

A further recom­ 
mendation might cement the deal for us. 
“1 feel we’re very close with this 
Somoza interest and he is a nut about 
security type operations,” Callahan con­ 
tinued “If he goes for it we’ll probably 
sell him half the authorized stock of the 
company.” 
Callahan called Molloy a few days 
later, but the doorkeeper politely, but 
dutifully told him, “Billy, I can’t take 
any outside interests, particularly if it’s 
a foreign country. So forget it.” 


Callahan, a former lawyer in Richard 
Nixon’s old law firm and an award- 
winning ex-regional counsel on narcotics 
for the Justice Dept., told us he planned 
to quit Justice before working full-time 
on the Intervest project. 


Murphy said he thought Callahan only 
wanted Somoza as a client. He met 
Callahan through a mutual friend, the 
congressman told us, and only offered 
his help because he knew of Somoza’s in-

The Navy audit, dated September 23, 
makes no mention of the West case, but 
it does show how the brass hats bent the 
rules to give SEACOR unfair advantage 
over its competitors 
The firm was fed inside information, 
for example, prior to the award of a non­ 
competitive “sole source” contract. As 
added insurance that SEACOR would get 
the job, the Navy then violated its own 
regulations requiring that notice of the 
sole source contract be given to 14 other 
engineering companies. * 
Although SEACOR was certified as 
“uniquely qualified” for the contract, 
the auditors found that the Navy could 
have done the job itself and saved 
$100,000 and 11 months In the bargain 
Tte rules require that ail sole source 
contracts over $100,000 be reviewed by a 
special board. To avoid the review, the 
Navy let two contracts to SEACOR, both 
of which were below $100,000 
Finally, the auditors found, 10 of the 
tasks assigned to SEACOR duplicated 
work already completed by another con­ 
tractor. 
Footnote: The secret audit report has 
been referred to the chief of naval 
material, who will deride whether to 
take disciplianry action against officials 
who have been too cozy with contractors. 


In Washington, at midweek, a day-long 
•conference of American scholars, 
diplomats, and journalists focussed on 
the question, “The United States and 
China after Mao.” They were bound by 
the conviction that the United States 
ought not to fall for 
malization” line, so 
Democrats propelled 
by the inertial im­ 
pulses of their own sl­ 
ogans. It was an im­ 
pressive affair, by all 
accounts: and, in in­ 
tensity of conviction 
and enthusiasm for its 
point 
of 
v iew , 
testimony to the fact 
that the old anti- 
Chinese communist 
coalition is not quite 
dead. 
The root of the 
intellectual-juridirial 
p rob lem 
is 
the 
Shanghai Declaration 
of 1972. This was 
promulgated, you will 
remember, after several all-night ses­ 
sions in Peking and Hangchow between 
President Nixon and Chou En-lai. What 
the Shanghai Declaration said was that 
all of China (meaning, the mainland and 
Taiwan) is one country; and that in­ 
terference in the internal affairs of a 
country (not counting Vietnam, Korea, 
Berlin, Poland, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Cxechoslvakia, and Germany) will not be 
tolerated. 
The unofficial American interpreta­ 
tion of this was that it would not in­ 
terfere in our relations with Taiwan, 
since international declarations of this 
character tend not to upset de facto ac­ 
commodations of long standing. But the 
Chinese and more importantly the 
Chinese lobby in the United States took 
the declaration to mean a mandate for 
instant 
normalization. 
Normalization 
defined as ditching Taiwan, by ter­ 
minating our defense treaty, and 
withdrawing our diplomatic representa­ 
tion. 
It is a curious phenomenon we see in 
America, where it would appear that 
many of our diplomats and poets dream 
at night about the unification of China. 
Not since Garibaldi stirred all of Europe 
with his passion for the unification of Ita­ 
ly has there been anything comparable. 
There are others of us who manage 
whole weeks at a time caring not at all if 
Taiwan and Peking follow their separate 
ways, but we are perhaps untouched by 
that idealistic compulsion. One wonders 
why Senator Mansfield and otters spend 
less time dreaming about the unification 
of Germany, or Korea — but there is no 
doubt 
that their dreams constitute an 
important datum in American political 
life. 
Now, the consensus of the conference 
in Washington is that mainland China 
desires far less ardently than the United 
States that unification. On meeting after 


plenipotentiaries and the American 
Secretary of State, the matter of Taiwan 
has been listed deep down in the agenda, 
packaged with problems that receive 
only cursory attention. 
The assumption is this, that if the 
United States were to desert Taiwan, 
there would be no excuse left for failure 
by the mainland to attempt to take it 
over by military force. But since this 
would require an amphibious operation 
on a great scale, the cost might not prove 
to be worth it, and the results of it on 
world opinion would be unpredictable 
Beside which, presumably the whole 
operation could be aborted at any mo­ 
ment by the simple act of a declaration 
of independence by Taiwan. This could of 
course be managed at any moment. 
And then looked at the other way 
‘round: what would we concretely 
achieve by turning Taiwan over to the 
mainland? Our diplomatic represen­ 
tative in Peking is not that impatient for 
promotion to the rank of ambassador to 


China. His ascendancy would not, in any 
event, mean access to secrets of Chinese 
life which we need to have in order to 
spare ourselves a third world war. Fully 
accredited diplomatic installations 
maintained by western European 
countries are as much at sea as we in 
trying to understand the drift of affairs 
in China. 
The disposition of the Chinese to 
amiability toward the United States 
reflects one single consideration; Are 
we tough enough and strong enough to 
provide a counterweight to Soviet 
strength? Here we have the subtlest con­ 
sideration of them all. Although by 
yielding Taiwan we would be accom­ 
modating China, in doing so we would 
reveal that weakness in character which 
would make us less estim ab le, 
strategically, in the eyes of the Chinese. 
Thus all the arguments, let alone the 
moral arguments, call on us to stay. It is 
nice, every now and then, to hear it said: 
Yankee, welcome.

“ V u ln erab ilized to d ise a se or 
traumatized by injury, they may be 
hospitalized. Because of the 1960s and 
1970s, some of them have been cynicized 
and some radicalized. They privatize 
their houses with window shades and ac­ 
cessorize their spacious m ister 
bedrooms with oil paintings.” 
The whole matter moves him to rhap­ 
sodize:

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Before you buy one more gift 
for a child, stop and think. 
What are you buying and why? 
Is it to please the child or 
please the parent? Is it for im- 
mediate gratification or long­ 
term enrichment?

The balloons 
are dipped into the icing 
and hung up to dry. They 
may be dipped several 
times as long as they are 
allowed to dry in-between 
drippings. Drizzle different 
colors of icing on the drying 
balloons or sprinkle them 
lightly with glitter. When 
the sugar icing is complete­ 
ly dry, gently deflate the 
balloons and remove them 
from the top of the sugar 
balls. Insert a 4-inch loop 
of wire in the hole at the 
top of the sugar balls and 
hang them on your tree. 
Children can make fancy 
wrappings for packages by 
dipping folded pieces of 
plain tissue paper into col­ 
orful dyes. (Food coloring 
mixed with water is the 
easiest type of dye to make 


and easiest to clean when 
it spills or drips on clothes 
or tables.) TTie paper is 
folded into several shapes 
including fans, triangles, 
squares and rectangles. The 
comers of the folds are 
lightly dipped into the dye. 
When the paper is un­ 
folded, you have a repeat­ 
ing pattern. 
All of these pastimes will 
keep children busy indoors 
on cold winter days, allow­ 
ing them to express their 
creativity and to enjoy the 
holiday season.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
If you want to obtain max­ 
imum sparkle and dimension 
in your holiday decorating 
scheme, use mirrors to double 
the drama of Christmas lights 
and trees and visually expand 
the space around them. 
You can lose your head by 
going lavish in your mirror 
treatment. Completely cover 
a wall with floor-to-ceiling 
mirrored panels or with easy 
do-it-yourself mirrored tiles 
to multiply space and sparkle 
many times. 
Or, you can create smaller 
jewel-like settings by using a 
decorative framed mirror or 
an unframed style, similar to 
the old-fashioned Venetian 
types, in a new gray or bronze 
tint. The dimension doesn’t 
match that of a complete wall 
of mirrors, but a framed or 
unframed mirror — effective­ 
ly placed in space — creates 
its own drama. 
For holiday decorating use 
a mirror for innovation and 
then let it stand on its own 
design merit after the holiday. 
There are many ways to use 
mirrors and many Christmas- 
orient«! ideas to try. 
A settin g c rea te d by 
designers for PPG Industries, 
uses a decorative framed 
mirror to create a three- 
dimensional Christmas card 
for the wall of a small dining 
alcove. Another uses a large 
unframed mirror with polish­ 
ed edges as a focal fireplace 
mirror on a wall where a 
fireplace might be — but isn't. 
Its purpose is to build a win­ 
dow of warm reflections by 
projecting the color and 
sparkle of Christmas from 
many angles. 
To create a m irrored 
Christmas card, use a rec­ 


tangular framed mirror. You 
can use a white enamel fram­ 
ed mirror or one with a gold, 
silver, wood or metal frame. 
To give the mirror a holiday 
flavor, simply apply a Christ­ 
mas stencil as an inner frame 
and a holiday wreath in the 
center of the mirror. Then 
hang it on the wall of a small 
dining alcove, foyer, bedroom 
or wherever its sparkle and 
imaginative holiday treat­ 
ment will have the greatest 
effect. 
To make the stencil, simply 
trace a design from a book, a 
greeting card or other source 
onto tracing paper and 
transfer to stencil paper or 
thin cardboard Cut out the 
stencil and apply the design to 
the mirror by using a sponge 
that has been dipped in or­ 
dinary Glass Wax (a standard 
pink liquid glass cleaner that 
dries white). There are other 
stencil materials (sprays and 
felt-tip markers) that can be 
used — just be certain that 
what you use can be removed 
easily. 
The fireplace mirror idea 
works well on a plain wall or 
on one to which bookshelves 
are added. To create the fire­ 
place feeling, place a 4x6-foot 
unframed mirror (perhaps the 


new gray glass) on the center 
of the wall, in a focal area 
where a fireplace would be, 
with furniture grouped around 
it in a hearth-type fashion. 
Frame the mirror with a gar­ 
land of favorite Christmas 
greens and lights, leaving the 
center area free to pick up 
room reflections. Add a plat­ 
form to the base of the 
mirror, for miniature trees or 
poinsettias at Christmas, and 
for other flowers and plants as 
seasons change.

What’s a gift that can’t miss 
with a lover of good music? 
More music. Records never 
miss with the young and the 
tried and true audiophile 
never can get enough. This 
season’s offerings by the ma­ 
jor recording companies are 
sufficient to fill a tinseled 
evergreen forest. 
Records are appreciated by 
rock and classical music 
buffs, show tune aficionados 
and jazz followers. This 
Christmas, there are some 
superpackages by superstars 
out on the rheks. 
John D enver’s popular 
Rocky Mountain Christmas lp 
has been coupled with his 
latest release, “Spirit,” as a 
tw o-record set for the 
holidays. Additionally, the 
Denver catalogue is extensive 
and not a great risk if you’re 
not sure of what to get. After 
all, he sells more than most 
pop musicians. Superstars 
Elton John, Stevie Wonder, 
Neil Diamond, Led Zeppelin 
and Lynyrd Skynyrd all have 
double-record sets ready for 
the Christmas rush. 
There’ll be new single 
records by Diana Rotes (a live 
lp), Smokey Robinson, Leon 
Russell, Jackson Browne, a 
new Eagles album, “Hotel 
California,” a new set by Joni 
Mitchell, Earth, Wind & Fire, 
Gladys Knight & The Pips — 
indicating that in the pop 
market, Christmas is some 
big deal. 
Warner Brothers is ready­ 
ing a “Best Of” series which 
will include James Taylor, 
Doobie Brothers, Faces, and 
an ambitious three-record 
package by Neil Young en­ 
titled “ D e cade .” RSO 
Records will release Eric 
Clapton’s "No Reason to Cry” 
in time for the holiday hoopla, 
plus three previously un­ 
available albums by perennial 
favorites, the Bee Gees, and 
two outstanding defunct 
groups, Cream, and Blind 
Faith 
Rock collectors will 
love these. 
R&B fans will be happy to 
know a new A1 Green lp will 
be waiting for them, as well 
as new disks by the Jacksons, 
the Isley Brothers, the 
O’Jays, Sly Tone. Billy Paul, 
Aretha Franklin, Billy 
Preston, and a “Best Of” 
offering from the Ohio 
Players. In addition, Atlantic 
is offering their traditional 
R&B Christmas album, “Soul 
Christmas,” featuring the 
talents of Otis Redding, King 
Curtis, and Booker T and the 
MGs. Cotillion, an Atlantic 
subsidiary, is coming across 
with their own Xmas on vinyl, 
featuring the soft-soul sounds 
of Willis Jackson and red-hot 
glow of Margie Joseph. 
Though Christmas and war 
(that’s the real kind, not the 


pop group) shouldn’t mix, 
they will on record this year, 
with m ost in te r e s tin g 
partners. First, a World War 
II soundtrack album released 
by 20th Century Records, will 
feature the likes of Elton 
John, Helen Reddy, the Bee 
Gees, and Rod Stewart on this 
two-lp set.

work that is a must in every 
jazz library, in part or all 
together. The rest of the 
Pablo catalogue, particularly 
the many tributes to Duke 
Ellington music and the vir­ 
tuoso playing of Dizzy 
Gillespie are good bets. Pablo 
will release their entire 63- 
record catalogue on cassettes, 
also in time for the Yule rush. 
A six-record Lionel Hampton 
set is ready too. 
Columbia, with its im­ 
pressive jazz background, is

repackages available, in­ 
cluding a Benny Goodman 


package; the World of Kay 
Kyser; a sterling reissue of 
that tenor sax great, Lester 
Prez’ Young, 50 Years of 
Jazz Guitar, and a George 
Benson jazz guitar double-lp. 
And, most items in the exten­ 
sive Columbia Collector’s 
Series would make for a good 
g ift th a t would span 
generations of listeners. 
Classical listeners will be 
gratified to learn that pianist 
extraordinaire Lazar Berman 
can be heard solo and solely 
playing Beethoven in an 
auspicious release; Michael 
Tilson-Thomas is Conducting a 
very snappy “Rhapsody in 
Blue;” the “Concert of the 
Century,” featuring the live 
Carnegie Hall get-together 
between violinist Vladimir 
Horowitz, cellist Rostopovich, 
lied-singer Dietrich Fischer- 
Dieskau, and Leonard Berns­ 
tein, is a must for classical 
record buyers this Christmas­ 
time. 
RCA is releasing a three-

The 
mellow tones are produced by 
plucking the reeds. Other 
ethnic instruments would 
make unusual gifts for the in­ 
strument buff as well —

African log drums and tunable 
bongos to zithers. 
For those on a tight budget 
remember harmonicas 62 and 
up make great stocking 
stuffers as do drum sticks, 
guitar slings, mouthpieces 
and gift certificates for music 
lessons.
